ment may reveal some things 
that will be unpleasant, in spite 
of all the efforts I am putting 
forth in the service of my God. 


l do not feel that I have time 
to sleep. I never feel that I can 
afford to sit down like I see 
Indeed I 
am compelled to sleep a few 
hours every night, and have to 
have rest for my body, but [’m 
afraid to take very much time in 
this way because the judgment 
is before me, and I’m afraid | 
may come up short if I do not do 
‘my best. 


While I am referring to my- 
self in the matter of doing my 
best for God I reflect upon others 
that L love and say, suppose you 
don’t do your best. Suppose 
you don’t visit the sick or the 
prisoners, or attend the services 
for worship and Sunday school. 
Suppose you don’t pay. your 
tithes, or take the Lord’s supper 
and wash some one’s feet in fol- 
fowing the beautiful example of 
our Lord. Suppose you don’t, 
and stjjl the judgment is yet 
before you. Suppose you don’t 
have the real sky-blue victory 
that you have had in the past. 
Suppose your experience is not 
as bright as it once was. Sup- 
pose you have fallen into some 
devil trap and been overcome 
because you did not keep busy 
at something that you knew was 
for the Lord. Suppose you do 
not make good use of every 
\joment of time and have to go 
to the judgment with that asa 
mark against you. I’m afraid 
the judgment may reveal some- 
thing to you. that will be very 
unpleasant. 


Suppose you don’t distribute 
as many iracts as you could 
Suppose you don’t pay your 
tithes regularly. Suppose you 
keep back a part of them be- 
cause you think no one will 
know. Suppose you don’t go to 
Sunday school and help in every 
way you can to push the work 
along. Suppose you don’t hold 
your tongue when it would be 
better not to tell some one of

of the church. Suppose you 
don’t engage in the feet washing 
service when otbers are following 
the example of the Lord. 

Suppose you do not take heed 
to the admonition yon hear, and 
persist in going on in your same 
old seifish way, wearing your 
rings, refusing to pray or ask a 
blessing at the table, marry- 
ing sinners, associating with un- 
;godly associates, or reveling 
}about at places where Christians 
have no business of going. Sup- 
pose you are suddenly ushered 
into the presence of God and 
brought before. the judgment be- 
fore you have any time to make 
amends or rectify any mistakes 
you have made. 

In the face of the Scriptures 
these are solemn thoughts for 
consideration. | am afraid the 
very best of us are scarcely half 
awake about our obligations to 
God. And if the very best peo- 
ple are scarcely half awake, what 
about the many that seem to 
be dry and almost unconcerned 
about the things of God, and do 
not think it amounts to much if 
they do not pay their tithes, or 
if they stay away from services 
when there is nothing of import- 
ance to keep them away? 

Suppose you don’t heed the 
call by Paul, ‘‘Awake thou 
that sleepest,” and you just go 
along in the same old uncon- 
cerned way as if there was no 
danger of anybody dropping into 
hell. Suppose you don’t try to 
get your friends and acquaint- 
ances saved and the next thing 
you hear they are dead.- You have 
not said a word to them about 
their soul, but it is too late after 
the death damps are on their 


brow. You go to the funeral 
and still think but little about 


your neglect. But what about it 
when you are called to the judg- 
ment and your sensibilities will 
be at their highest pitch? What 
will you say when you are brought 
face to face with the great 
Judge who will know whether 
you have done your best or not? 
What will you think when His 
piercing eyes read back through 
the years of your carelessness 


and. neglect when you have 
whiled away the time doing 


nothing -for God or souls? 


These things are too serious to 
pass lightly by, but how many 
brush aside thoughts of responsi- 
bility and do not try to work for 
the salvation ¥ souls. Preachers 
in the work ‘shops, or in the 
mines, or engaged in some work 
where they make from thirty 
to fifty dollars a week while 
souls are going to hell that they 
might win if they were to follow 
the call of God when He called 
them into the ministry. [I would 
be afraid to do as some preachers 
do. It was with me lke it was 
with Panl: Woe is me if | 
)preach not the gospel! 1 had to 
do it or go to hell. I felt it just 
this very way. IL would have 
preached if | had had to go bare- 
footed and dress in rags. To 
have continued at manual labor 
1 believe would have run me 


crazy. I said good by job, salary, 
support, living, everything else.

Listen! ‘‘Not every one that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the 
will of my Father which is in 
heaven.”? What is that will? J 
leave you to judge what this will 
is for you, but suppose you don’t 
lay this to heart, and just pass it 
over lightly and never try to find 
out His will for you. That is not 
me, for | have always been on 
tip toe with every nerve strained 
to know the will of God. 1. car- 
ry something heaving in my 
bosom almost constantly. It has 
been this way for twenty-five 
years.

SINGING PRAISES IS SCRIPTURAL.

Singing has a very important! 
position in cur meetings and in) 
our home life. Singing praises | 
unto the Lordis Scriptural. The 
sweet singer of Israel says, ‘‘Ke-! 
joice inthe Lord, O ye righte- 
ous; for praise is comely for the 
upright. 

Praise the Lord with harp: 
sing unto him with the psaltery | 
and an instrument of ten strings. | 
Sing unto him a NEW. SONG;| 
play skilfully with a loud noise.’’| 

Here we see musical instru-| 
ments also being used to increase 
the anthem of praise and to swell 
the notes of gladness and joy 
from the hearts of God’s peo- 
ple. 


Singing is used as an expression 
of exultation and victory. We 
are in a great battle; the foe is 
raging against us; we fight until 
victory comes, then what songs 
of victory arise from conquering 
hearts—overcomers. ‘The paeons 
of praise arise in thanksgiving 
to our wonderful Captain and 
Lord. 

A victorious, joyous life is 
characteristic of every one filled 
with the Spirit. Paul was sor- 


rowful yet always rejoicing. He 
sang too, praise God! Let us 
listen just outside the Philip- 


pian jail about midnight; when 
he and Silas were bound in the 
stocksin the inner prison, they 
prayed and sang praises unto 
God and the prisoners heard 
them. Here we find old time 
religion! With their backs 
bleeding and their shirts stick- 
ing to them, soaked with blood, 
their feet in a cramped position, 
sitting on a hard seat, a long way 
from home, but they sang! 
There was something that the 
Roman scourge could not beat: 
out of them, something that the 
stocks could not fasten, some- 
thing that the prison walls could 
not confine. The prisoners had 
never heard the like before, the 
old jail had never held such pris- 
oners. A prayer and praise ser- 
vice under trying circumstances. 

Some people today can’t sing 
or praise the Lord when their 
feet are resting on a good carpet, 
sitting in a comfortable pew 
and surrounded with loved ones 
and the comforts of our modern 
civilization. Some folks can’t 
praise the Lord because the 
praises are not there. They 
don’t know the joys of saving 
grace, the peace of the sanctified 
life or the glory of the Spirit- 
filled experience. When it 
comes to rag time, waltzes anid 
popular worldly music some can 
sing more than enough, but they 
have no zest for spiritual music. 
{t is easy to see where their af- 
fections are. 

After battle the women of Is- 
rael met king Saul with music, 
celebrating the victory in this 
way. So4dn spiritual battles we 
can sing when victory comes and 
give thanks to God. 

In one instance we read where 
Jehoshaphat appointed singers 
to go betore the army and praise 
the heauty of holiness. As they 
sang and praised, God delivered 
the foe into their hands and they 
were three days gathering the 
spoil! 

Brethren, let us go into the 
battle singing, let us sing in 
the conflict, in the dark places, 
in the uncomfortable places, in 
the lonely places, in disappoint- 
ments and trials. 

We are told that the soldiers 
at the front are wonderfully en- 
couraged when the band begins 





to play some lively tune. They 


are spurred to battle and fight 
with more enthusiasm ‘as their 


hearts are stirred with strains of 
music.

There 
were.instructors of music for the 
temple worship and a large com- 
pany of trained singers. 

Iu Reformation times music 
has held a wonderful place. 
Luther said, ‘‘Next to theology L 
give to music the highest place 
of honor.”’ 

A great poet said, ‘‘The man 
that has no music in his soul 
* * * is fit for treason, strategem 
and spoil.’’ 

James says, “Is any merry? 
Let him sing psalms,’’ not joke 
and jest as many do. 

Paul says, “I wall sing with 
the Spirit and 1 will sing with 
the understanding also.”? Again, 
“Speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and making mel- 
ody in vour heart to the Lord.’
